HANGED AS HIGH AS HAMAN. 


Speedy Justice Meted Out by an Alabama 
Mob to a Negro Marderer. 

Breminewam, Ala., Aug. 22,—[Special.]— 
Yesterday afternoon Roy „ a young 
negro laboter, saw Henry Parr, a young white 
stationary engineer, in the shade of a tree near 
his home, near Clanton, Chilton County, Ala., 
and taking an ax he nearly sévered Parr’s 
head from his body. Porter then robbed the 
corpse of money, watch, etc., and fied. The 
dead man was found an hour afterwards and 
search was instituted for his murderer. Dogs 
tracked him to Verbena, seven miles distant, 
where he was found in a negro hut. The ar- 
ticles stolen from Parr’s body were found in 
his possession, and he finally confessed to the 
murder. He was spirited away from Verbena 
and put on board a train bound for Birming- 
ham. As the train approached Clanton, how- 
euer, men boarded the engine and made the 
engineer stop. A mob overpowered the offi- 
cers in charge of Porter, threw him out of the 
car window into the arms of an infuriated 
crowd, and he was carried to the scene of his 
crime and hanged at — to an oak tree. 

Mosire, Ala., Aug. 22.—[Special.]—The 
Town of Bladon Springs, Ala., the scene of 
the difficulty between the United States Mar- 
shale and relatives of one Bob Sims, an illicit 
distiller, in which two men were killed and 
one fatally wounded, is in arms tonight and 
an attack is expected from Sims and his 
friends. Jim Sims, a brother of Bob, died 
last night. He did not die a na- 
ural death, however; the outraged 
people at Bladon formed a posse and took 
him from the bed where he was dying and 
strung him uptoalimb of a tree. A mes- 
sage was received from Bob Sims, who es- 
caped from the deputies, stating that he was 
coming to Bladon wittr forty men to paint 
the town red with blood. 


MAY BOTH BE LYNCHED. 


Mob Law Likely to Avenge a Brutal Mur- 
der in an Ohio Town. 

Apa, O., Aug. 22. — [Special] — At the 
Harding County fair now in progress here, 
John Bristol of Fort Wayne and John Fruth of 
Fostoria became involved in a quarrel with 
Charles Mathews, but he got away from them 
before they came to blows. Last night Bris- 
tol and Fruth came out of a saloon and ob- 
served Jacob Stokesbury on the sidewalk near 
by, talking with two friends. Fruth and Bris- 
tol mistook Stokesbury for Mathews and both | 
attacked and knocked him down. Fruth 
grabbed a bigstone and crushed Stokesbury’s 
skull in with one blow and continued to 
pummel him until a crowd gathered. Stokes- 
bury was carried insensible to a drug store, 
where he died in thirty minutes. Fruth was 
arrested after some resistance and hurried to 
Kenton, the county seat, to save him from 
lynching. Bristol is in jail at Ada, but will 
be removed to Kenton tonight or he will be , 
lynched. 


Stokesbury was a thrifty young farmer and 
had never seen his assailants before. The 
Coroner’s verdict is that he came to his death 
by violence at the hands of Fruth, and that 
John Bristol 1s an accessory. 


SMUGGLING BY SUMMER-RESORTERS. 


Kingston, Ont., Merchants Profit Greatly 
by Illegitimate American Trade. 
Kineston, Ont., Aug. 22.—[Special. }—There 
is a good deal of smuggling going on along 
the St. Lawrence River, and it is mostly done 
by the summer-resort visitors at the Thousand 
Island resorts. There are customs officers at 
Cape Vincent, Clayton, Thousand Island 
Park, Alexandria Bay, and Westminster Park, 
but Uncle Sam is cheated out of a good share 
of the duties. Kingston receives the benefit 
of this smuggling trade. Summer visitors at 
these resorts go to Kingston on an excursion 
steamer which makes the trip daily, and they 
are given from two to four hours to see the 
sights of the town. A good share of the excur- 
sionists take advantage of this time and go 
shopping. Théy return to their summer home 
on the same boat that carries passengers from 
e, Watertown, and Ogdensburg trains, 
— a unmolested by customs officials, who 
cannot determine in most cases whether they 
are Kingston excursionists or passengers from 
American towns. Officers do their duty and 
prevent smuggling as far as possible, but at 
least three out of five of the excursionists have 
packages of goods purchased at Kingston. 


HIS BONES ARE SLOWLY DISAPPEARING. 


The Osseous Portion of an Ohio Man Grad- 
ually Being Absorbed by His Blood. 

Sprinerizetp, O., Aug. 22.—[Special. ]——A 
mysterious case of a man’s bone structure 
gradually crumbling away is attracting the 
attention of the medical fraternity here. 
William Green, a farm hand living near the 
city, became incapacitated from hard work 
fifteen years ago by a mysterious disease in 
which the bones are gradually disappearing 
and are being absorbed by the blood. A por- 
tion of the skull above the eye is gone, leaving 
no protection for a space of three inches in 
diameter. 

Another large portion of bone has disap- 
peared from the top of the skull and a tumor 
has formed there. The breast bone is also 
gradually crumbling away. Two of Green's 
spinal vertebrae have also gone, leaving the 
spinal cord unprotected by anything but the 
skin, and as a consequence the man is com- 
pelled to lie on his stomach all the while. He 
broke his leg last winter and the bone has 
not knit yet and physicians say it never will. 


COOK COUNTY MAN FOUND DROWNED. 


Evidence That the Dead Man Was James 
Shaw of La Grange. 

Hatrrax, N. S., Aug. 22.—Last Wednesday 
the body ot aman was found in the river 
twelve miles below Campbelltown. No money 
was found on the person, butin one of the 
pockets was a ticket from Chicago to Point 
Duchen and a baggage check which corre- 
sponds with an unclaimed trunk that arrived 
at Point Duchen Aug. 8. This trunk is 
filled with clothing of a superior quality, but 
no sign of money except a American 
counterfeit. The clothing was stamped with 
the name of James Shaw, La Grange, Cook 
County, III., and in the trunk was found a let- 
ter to the same address from his sister at 
Manitou Springs, Colo. It was dated last De- 
cember, und advised him, as the oldest mem- 
ber of the family, to go on a, visit to 
mother in Prince Edward Island. The exp 
train stops at Campbelltown at midnight for 
fifteen minutes, and it is supposed that Shaw 
got off for some purpose and either walked 
into the river in the darkness or was robbed 
and thrown in.

DRUID TAKES THE PRIZE. 


PYNCHON’S YACHT FIRST TO FINISH” 
IN THE CHICAGO REGATTA.

Minutes Later—The Eastern Yacht Ex- 
pert Runs Away trom the Viking in 


the Lake Geneva Kace—The Hornet, 


Wins Easily at Fox Lake. 0 

Beating its sides against the riparian rights 
of the Uhnois Central lay the Viva, late tug- 
boat and present excursion steamer. The 
Viva was the judges’ boat for yesterday’s 
yacht race and was waiting for its load. 

It was a day for racing that could not have 
been improved upon, and it was the prettiest 
race ever sailed off Chicago. The Druid and 


Scorpion made the —— with less than 
five minutes’ difference in time. The win- 
ner’s time was 2 hours 51 minutes and 28 sec- 
onds. 


The Scorpion is in its first season, having 


been built at Bridgeport for T. G. Dickin- 
son, who was of the opinion that he hada 
good boat, and now knows it. 

The contest from the start to the gin-fre at 
the finish lay between the winner and the 
Scorpion, and with a better-fitting suit of 
sails on the latter the result might have been 
otherwise. The race was for two pennants, 
one of blue silk bearing the figures *' 1891” in 
white, and the second of red silk with similar 
figures. 

The course was of twenty miles. the start to 
be made by crossing an imaginary line be- 
tween the ends of the two piers at the center 
opening directly opposite the Auditorium, 
thence to and around the new four-mile crib; 
thence to and around the Lake View crib; re- 
turning to and around the four-mile crib, 
thence to the starting line. 

All competing yachts were limited to main- 
sail, fore staysail, jib, flymg jib, {ib töpsail, 
and gaff topsail. There were four entries, 
which with measurement and tine allow- 
ances were as follows:

Druid Leads the Way. 

The Druid, sailed by Harry Espeland, 
crossed the line first, the Scorpion, with Capt. 
John Prindiville as sailing-master, was sec- 
ond, and the Ina and Phantom, gailed by 
Henry Henderson and E. P. Ware respective- 
ly, passed in the order given. This order was 
maintained throughout except when the Ina 
briefly led the Scorpion in the first stretch. 
The time of the start was as follows: 


Outside the Phantom dropped astern rap- 
idly and the Ina drifted well to leeward. The 
first leg of the course was sailed close hauled 
in a beam sea, the yachts making about eight 
miles an hour. The time at the turn was: 


On the homeward run the Druid Bry its jib 
topsail, but took it in ten minutes later. The 
Scorpion did likewise. The Ina had lost the 
brief advantage and the Phantom dropped al- 
most out of sight.

HORNET WINNER AT FOX LAKE, 


Result of the Race Sailed on That Lake 
Some Canoes in It. 

Capt. Charles Boyden sailed his yacht 
Hornet across the line at yesterday’s regatta 
at Fox Lake an easy winner, and for the third 
time carried off the honors of all sailing craft 
on the lake. George R. Davis, the Commo- 
dore of the club, looked on and saw the vic- 
tory, along with 500 others. 

The day was perfect, A strong northeast 
wind filled out the sails and sent the boats 
scudding along with their gunwales well down 
and the spray splasing over the working crews, 
In all sixteen boats entered—ten of the first. 
class, four of the ~-second-class, and 
two canoes. A time allowance of 
from two to six minutes was 
allowed the various boats, except in the cases 
of the Ida Belle, the Hornet, and the Eu- 
genia. Of these the Hornet was winner of 
first prize, the Eugenia came in fourth, and 
the Ida Belle, discouraged by a bad start, 
tacked about and returned to the dock after 
the whistle for the last boats to go had been 
sounded from the judges’ boat, the steam 
launch Frolic. 

The race was over an eight-mile course, 
starting from in front of Col. Davis’ cottage, 
and the Hornet had six full minutes the ad- 
vantage of its nearest rival on the finish, 
though the time allowance cut this down to 
five minutes. The Hornet finished in 1 hour, 
14 minutes and 24 seconds. 

Bald Eagle, the handsome and clean- 
built yacht belonging to James H. Adams, 
won second honors in 1 hour and 21 minutes. 
Dr. Carl Sanberg’s boat, the East Side, 
named after the side of the lake where the 


owner’s cottage is located, miade the course in 


1 hour 26 minutes and 85 seconds. All these 
were in the list of first-class boats. The others 
entered in this class, with the order of their 
finish, were: Eugenia, Amateur, Lina Bell, 
George R., Olive B., and Mignon.

lishes a letter from Lisbon in which the writer 
declares that President Balm aceda of Chile, be- 
ing unable to borrow money, seized the silver 
bullion in the treasury of Santiago de Chile, 
which was stored there as security for the fidu- 
ciary circulation, and that he tried to transport 
this silver abroad as payment for ships and 
arms ordered in Europe. The letter adds that 
Balmaceda was not able to hire a private ves- 
sel to undertake the transportation of the sil- 
ver, and he finally persuaded the Commander 
of the Espiegle, a British man-of-war, to con- 
vey a million dollars to Montevideo, where 
that sum was landed Aug. 15. The Times, 
commenting upon this letter, says that it is 
confident that this was done without authority 
of the British Admiralty, adding thatit seemed 
as though a British man-of-war had been made 
the accomplice of a downright robbery. The 
transaction, the Times says, demands a full 
and prompt investigation. 


OVER TWO HUNDRED DEAD. 


Adding tothe Roll of Victims of the Mar- 
tinique Disaster. 

Sr. Prerre, Martinique, Aug. 22.—The full 
extent of Tuesday’s calamity cannot yet be 
determined. From many parts of the island 
only vague and indefinite reports have so far 
been received, The mountain roads were in 
many instances obstrueted by fallen timbers 
and other débris, thus rendering many villages 
extremely difficult of access. Every fresh re- 
port brings new details of the universal havoc 
and devastation wrought by the fury of the 
elements. But it cannot yet be told how 
many people perished. Tuesday the indica- 
tions were that some 60 to 100 had lost their 
lives. Friday the death roll had mounted to 
218. Today it is known that 250 met instant 
death. It is not at all improbable that more 
accurate reports will add still more names to 
the list of the dead. | 

No attempt has been made to ascertain the 
number of those who were injured by falling 
walls and flying débris. But the probability 
is that thousands received injuries more or 
less serious. 

The American brigs Ned White and Jenny 
Phinny were among the ships lost. Both are 
total wrecks, but their crews escaped unhurt. 
Not a single craft that was in the harbor when 
the storm struck the island remained afloat. 

The Village of Morne Rouge is a total 
wreck. The number of lives lost there was 
about thirty. 

Fort de France, the second city of the isl- 
and, was nearly destroyed. It will be months 
before the ravages of the storm can be obl:ter- 
ated. Meanwhile there is great suffering, 
especially among the poorer classes, 

The hurricane struck the island about 7 
o’clock Tuesday night. It continued to rage 
till nearly 11. Hardly had the terrific storm 
died away when a sharp earthquake shock 
added to the horror of the night. Many of 
the superstitious blacks verily thought that 
the end of the world was at hand. 

It was impossible to convey an adequate 
idea of the terror and suffering of Tuesday 
night. People flocked to the open spaces and 
spent the long hours till daylight in sleepless 
suspense. They knew not but that the next 
momenta severer earthquake shock might 
complete the destruction of their already 
roofiess homes. The morning. brought little 
sense of relief. On all sides the evidence of 
destruction greeted anxious eyes. and as death 
after death was reported the awful character 
of the disaster was made more and more man- 
ifest. Then news began to come from other

THE “MONON” RAILROAD COMPANY 
OWES COOK COUNTY ABOUT $25,000, 


Responsibility for Prosecuting Collection 
and Injunction Suits Repudiated by At- 
torney-General Hunt—The Canal Street 
Kridge Pier Matter May Bring on 8 
Dispute Between the Federal and Local 
Governments as to Jurisdiction. 

There is some difference of opinion as to 
where rests the responsibility for neglecting 
to push the injunction suits brought by the 
Swift Packing company and the American 
Packing and Provision company against the 
County Clerk in 1888, restraining him from 
extending the taxes on the assessinent of 
those corporations that year, as related in 
Taz Trisunge yesterday. Some think that 
the County Attorney ought to have pushed the 
Suits to a final hearing, and that the County 
Board ought to have acted on the matter. 
Others—and they are in the majority—maintain 
that it was the business of the Attorney- 
General to push the suits. 

»I am a friend of Attorney-Genera! Hunt,“ 
said a m of the General Assembly 
yesterday, but I think he is censurable in 
not taking up those cases to test the law 
governing the matter. 
is the legal agent of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion. The assessment on the two firms was 
made by that board. When the legality of 
the assessment was disputed it was the clear 
duty of the Attorney-General to have Had 


the dispute submitted to the arbitrament of the 


court. What is an Attorney-General for if 
he is not to act in such cases? Perhaps it 
was the duty of the County Attorney also to 
push the cases. There has been culpable 
neglect somewhere.“ 
Mr. Cameron of the County Clerk’s office 
called attention again yesterday to another case 
of glaring neglect. ‘‘ Do you know,“ he said, 
that the Louisville, Naw Albany and Chicago 
railroad company has not paid a dollar of 
taxes in this county since it obtained admis- 
sion here-eight or nine years ago? Well, it 
has not. It Has evaded payment on various 
pretexts. I think it owes about $25,000 in 
taxes to the county now on its moderate as- 
sessment by the State board. We have from 
this office frequently notified the State Auditor 
of the failure of this companyto pay. I think 
we have some replies both from Auditor 
Swigert and Auditor Pavey saying that they 
had referred the matter to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Whether he has taken any action we do 
not know, but the taxes have not been paid. 
The last letter written by Mr. ulff 
in reference to the matter was Oct. 9, 
** He got tired of writing about 
it, seeing that there was no result. The Louis- 
vite. New Albany and Chicago has not paid. 
The County Treasurer, I believe, seized the 
engines of the company once, but they were 
replevined. I don’t know whether the ease 
has gone further.“ 
Assessor Richards has explained in an even- 
ing paper that the reason why he did not make 
returns of the capital stock of joint stock 
companies domg business in his bailiwick is 
that the joint stock 2ompanies failed to fill out 
the forms heleft with them. Then again, the 
time is so short. The companies acted so 
carelessly and were so pressed for time that 
only five were reported by Mr. Richards. 
However, he did better than his fellows. 


The State board has agents out lookin oP 
the stock of the companies and they wil 
brought under assessment. 

Attorney-General Hunt’s Defense. 

Sprinerizetp, III., Aug. 22.—[Special.]— 
Attorney-General Hunt was seen today con- 


cerning the statements appearing in Taz 
Tripune today under the head, Looking Out 
for Taxes,’’ and asked what he knew of the 
proceedings by which an injunction was said 
to have been obtained against the County 
Clerk of Cook County to restrain him from 
extending taxes on the capital stock of certain 


companies in In answer he said: 
* was never notified of the 
pendency of any suit to restrain 


the County Clerk of Cook County from ex- 
tending taxes on any property in that county, 
so far as I now remember, and had I been so 
notified it is not probable that 1 would have 
forgotten it, Further, there is no reason why 
I should have been notified of any suca pro- 
ceedings, nor would it have been my duty to 
attend to the matter had such notice been 
given. The Attorney-General is not the legal 
adviser or attorney of County Clerks 
That duty devolves upon the State’s- 
Attorney of the county, and in Cook 
County it is usually performed, I believe, 
by the County Attorney. The County Clerk 
has no right to rely on the Attorney-General 
to appear in local tax matters. This duty 
the statute devolves expressiy on the State’s 

Attorney. -It would be utterly impossible for 
the Attorney-General to attend to such duties 
in the 102 counties in the State, and the statute 
has imposed upon him no such duty. The in- 
timation that notice of the pendency of the 
suit was given me as the legal agent 
of the State Board of og a is 
an error. The State Board of Equali- 
zation has nothing to do with suits 
for the collection of taxes nor with suits to re- 
strain their collection. After the State Board | 
has fixed the equalizat on of all propery ana 
assessed corporations as provided by law, it 
has no further duties relating to the collection 
of the taxes. Controversies over the collec- 
tion of taxes must be attended to by the local 
authorities.

Chief McClaaghry’s Order Regarding the 
Booking of Prisoners, 


The following general order was issued by 
Chief of Police McClaughry yesterday: 
GENERAL ORDER No, 42.—The attention of all 
officers connected with the Police artment is 
called to the following clause in the Constitution 
of this State—viz 
All persons shall be bailable before conviction, 
except for capital offenses where the proof is evi- 
dent or the presumption great.” (See Const. 1879, 
icle 2, Sec. 7.) 

The names of all persons arrested by the police, 
whether on view or on warrant, must be imme- 
diately entered in the regular arrest Pook at the 
station and the prisoners taken before the mugis- 
trate without unnecessary delay to Sg aod that 
they may have proper opportunity to furnish bail 
if the offense is bailable. 

The directions to police officers contained in 
the warrant are: that persons arrested shall 
be brought to the District — Court. There- 
fore, when persons are arrested o day time 
they should not be looked ay t 2 ese.

DEPENDS ON THE SPECULATORS. 


If They Don’t Attempt a Corner Every One 
Will Be Benefited—Depew’s Views. 
{SPECIAL CABLE.! 

Lonpor, Aug. 22.—The bitter, black outlook 
in Europe, as compared with the golden out- 
look in America, was pictured by Mr. Chaun- 
cey M. Depew as he sat in the little parlor of 
Almond’s Hotel today in words to make 
Americans thankful. A correspondent had 
been talking to him about the failure of the 
European crops and the success of the Amer- 
ican crops. r. Depew’s eyes sparkled. _ 

This is the greatest opportunity America 
has had for a decade to get rich,” he said. 
“It is a stupendous year. Mr. Vanderbilt 
and myself have just finished our tour, which 
took us through France, Germany, Austria, 
Switzerland, Servia, Roumania, and Turkey. 
Everywhere we heard the same story—short 
crops. Then came the announcement of the 
failure of the Russian rye crop. I had an o 
portunity of meeting and talking with t 
leading men of many countries. I am satis- 
fied there is a huge deficiency in the European 
crops. It did not sadden me, for I knew that 
this 1 could be made up 2 
at prices little higher than they have been 


paying. — 

This journey was a remarkable contrast 
to the one which Mr. Vanderbilt and I took 
before suiling from home. We traveled near- 
ly 6,000 miles in America, seeing with our 
own eyes, hearing with otr own ears the 
proofs of an abundant wheat crop. My in- 
formation is that the corn crop is also large. 
The harvest has put all questions of failure 
beyond discussion. It 1s the best year for 
ten years. If this magnificent abundance is 
not interfered with by local speculators, 
locked up in corners, America will this year 
get hack all the gold that has come to Euro 
in consequence of the excess of exports. It 
will all go back to America to pay for grain. 

But it all depends on whether the specula- 
tors let the crops alone. The last great cor- 
ner cost the United States ~$300,000,000. We 
can recover it all if this year’s prosperity is 
allowed to develop in a normal, natural way. 
Let speculation stand back and wealth will 
pour in upon us, The farmers will have plea- 
ty of money to improve their lands, build new 
barns, and buy more supplies. This will give 
the manufacturers more to do, and the wage- 
workers will share the general plenty. Rail- 
roads will reap a golden harvest, employing 
more men, and more sidetracks will be built, 
increasing the work. of the mines and iron 
mills. Wealth will spread itself through the 
whole people. Every man, woman, and child 
in America should be richer this year, but if 
any ‘corner’ is attempted this prosperity will 
shrink up. 

“When the great corner existed the last 
time British capitalists were frightened. The 
price of labor and the price of food go hand 
in hand. The manufacturers said if we allow 
ourselves to remain in the grasp of remorse- 
less speculators, banded against us, they may 
make us pay $2 a bushel for wheat, or even $3, 
Up to that time the deficiencies in British 
breadstuffs were supplied by America. In a 
conservative country the general activities go 
on in thesame channel unless a revolution 
oveurs. A revolution was brought about by a 
conspiracy of the wheat speculators, En- 
gland, alarmed, turned its eyes in other direc- 
tions. It found supplies in the Russian wheat 
crop; stimulated By Dt to build railways and 
cultivate breadstuffs; helped India develop 
its grain fields and provide transportation—in 
other words, the wheat corners foreed En- 
gland to organize competition and raised up

And then there inevitably follows direct taxa- 
tion, for if the government cannot secure needed 
revenue from tariffs to meet the public expenses 
it must resort to internal taxation. A protective 
tariff has proven an unfailing agentin raising 
public revenues, and while do this it has 
served tbat other important office of so adjusting 
the duties upon foreign goods as to give the 
largest protection to our own industries, the 
widest field of employment to our own labor, and 
the most generous encouragement to our own 
people. 

A protective tariff is not only a surer agent for 
raising revenue than a revenue tariff, but it 
builds up our own industries and increases indus- 
trial activity in our own midst. 


Protection Not a Burden. 


Now. if protection is a burden upon the peste, 
we should find some manifestation of it some- 
where. We have been living under it for thirty 
years. Where does the burden rest? The great 
mass of people of our country were never 80 
weil off as they are today. They are better off than 
the rest of mankind. There never were so many 
men za this country who owned their oon homes 
as there are today. There never were so many 
workmen who had accumulations in the savings 
banks of the country as there are today. There 
never were so many comforts, refinements, and 
educated homes as theré are in this country to- 
day. No nation of the world can present such a 
picture of progress, prosperity, and plenty. 

Measured by its usefulness in the development 
of the country the protective tariff is again un- 
failing. No nation in the world has reached such 
a degree of development as we have attained in 
the Tast thirty years. In every department of in- 
dustry. in every avenue of human endeavor, we 
have illustrated the most marvelous advance- 
ment, and in those years we have risen in indus- 
trial development tothe very first. rank in manu- 
fuctnring, agriculture, and mining, leading every 
other nation in the world. It is said by our op- 
ponents that this system enriches the few and im- 

verishes the many. Wealth in England has 
— concentrated in the hands of the few to a 
far greater extent than in the United States, 


What Mortgages Mean. 


It is also said that protective tariffs have in- 
creased the mortgages of the country. This is an 
idle and absurd statement. Let me remind you 
that mortgages are not always an evidence of pov- 
erty. They are much oftener the best. evidences 
of prosperity. I admit that mortgages given for 
living expenses, for grocery bills, for taxes, etc., 
do give evidence of the poverty ot the mortgugeor. 
But if a workman in this city, hay accumu 
lated $1,000, concludes he wants to war 
a home, and finding one which wi 
cost him $2,000, $1,000 in cash and 
gives a mortgage for the remainder of the pur- 
chase money, that mortgage is not an evidence of 
poverty. it is the strongest evidence of the 
thrift and prosperity of the mortgageor. Take the

The Price of Wool. 


There was much said by Gov. Campbell in his 
. h at Cleveland about the low price of wool. 

e stated incorrectly, and I have no doubt by in- 
advertence, that the farmer of Ohio was only get- 
ting 20 cents a pound for hia wool. At the time 
he made this statement the farmer was receiving 
for his choice clips 28 and 29 cents. The inference 
from his speech would be that the increased duty 
on wool is the cause of — prices. If this 
be so then the tariff? is not a tax. 
This was the Democratic doc- 
trine in Ohio in 188 and 1884. Th 
then believed that the tariff did pelp the wool- 
grower, and that a great outrage had been com- 
mitted upon him when the duty was reduced 11 
percent by the tariff law of 1383. They so de- 
clared in a document issued by the Democratic 
State committee of year and demanded of 
the wool-growers of the State that the pa 
committed that great outrage should be defeated 
at the polls. And i may say in passing that they 
were defeated. Their statement was that the 
Ohio wool-growers had been fleeced of $6,000,000 
by the reduction of 11 per cent of the duty. The 
Governor was one of those who believed it then.

The waol of the world has fallen 
in price, American tariffs do not fix the price of 
foreign wool, but they do stand as a wall of de- 
fense to the American wool-grower ainst the 
wool produ on cheaper lauds and by cheaper 
labor in other countries. :

CHARMS OF WAWASEE LAKE, 


One of Indiana’s Least Known but Most 
Beautiful Resorts, 

C DAR Beracu, Ind., Aug. 22.—{Special.]— 
The State maps of Indiana issued fifteen or 
twenty years ago show conspicuously enough 
a body of water in the northeastern corner of 
Kosciusko County noted as Nine Miie Lake. 
Later maps give the same body of water the 
name of Turkey Lake. When maps are issued 
hereafter the lake will be designated as Wa- 
wasee, an appellation which has the merit of 
being more euphonious, with a tingeof historic 
romance which makes it also more attractive. 
The origin of the new name is not 
clearly established. The most that is known 
about it is that a charmed ter some 
years ago, in singing of the m beauty 
of the place, in some way ee the name 
Wawasee with it, and back of this use of it 
there is said to have been an Indian tradition 
of somewhat mystical character ; but the plain 
facts and the ornamental fiction have not yet 
been got into shape for historical purposes. 
It is enough for the people who love the lake 
that they like the name. pronounce it 
with em phasis on the last syllable. In another 
year they hope to have the postoffice name 
changed to Wawasee also. It is called Cedar 
Beach. A strong objection to the postaffice 
name is that it causes the lake to be mis- 
taken by many for Cedar Lake, over in Lake 
County, which is quite a different place. 

The lake is the largest of the many teauti- 
ful bodies of water in No rn’ Indiana, It 
covers forty-four square miles, and has a 
circumference of nine. The descent is so 

radual that one can walk out a distance of a 

undred yards before the water reaches the 
chin, but there are places where the sounding 
line goes down to a depth of eighty feet. The 
shore line is an almost unbroken fringe 
of rich green with cool shades, 
surrounding country rises into waves of hills 
and dips into stretches of marsh. Back to 
the north a few miles it drops into a black 
level fitly called the Dismal Swamp, where 
rattlesnakes reign and a deathiy miasma 
claims right of way. The lake is full of bass, 
redeyes, and perch, and two carloads of little 
fellows are yearly turned into the water by 
the United States Fish Commission, so that 
the sport is sure to continually grow better. 

There are afew Chicago people who are 
members of the Wawasee club and come here 
every summer, but the club is composed 
chiefly of Indianapolis people, a number from 
other Indiana cities, and a few from Ohio. 
There ure rarely more than seventy-five ora 
hundred guests at the club-house, and prob- 
ably not more than another hundred at the 
two or three hotels at different points on the 
lake. The annual regatta isthe one exciting 
event of the year. The winner of the cup this 

ear was the Lynthia owned by Col. Eli

Industrial Alliance,” but the admitted object 
is to work with the farmer members of the 
„People's party in demanding and voting 
for the following: 

The abolition of national banks; the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver and gold ; the passage 
of laws to prevent the dealing in futures of all 
agricultural and mechanical productions ; of laws 
prohibiting the alien ownership of land; the lim- 
itation of all revenues to the necessary expenses of 
the government; the control by the people of all 
means of communication and transportation ; leg- 
islation to prevent the formation of truste; and 
the adoption of the Australian secret ballot sys- 
tem for all national, State, and municipal eloo- 
tions. 

The abolition of national banks and the pro- 


hibition of dealing in futures of all agricultur- 
aland mechanical productions would be a 
bad thing for the toilers in the cities, They 
could hardly ask for more than one worse 
measure, and thatis the unlimited issue of 
flat money ’’ demanded by the supporters of 
the Ocala platform. The national banks have 
given the people a uniform currency such as 
they never had before, and might not have 
again, except it were uniformly bad stuff 
wanted by some farmers. National bank 
notes are good for their face all over the 
Union. When the workingman receives them 
in payment for his toil he can get full value 
for them in groceries, clothing, house room, 
or any of the other things he may want 
to buy, without having to submit to 
a dig shave, as was often the 
ease with the holder of the State bank 
currency in use previous to the War of the Re- 
belion. Without the capital they furnish the 
employer the worker would- have hard times. 
Nearly all the manufacturing processes in the 
cities, and most of the mercantile business, are 
performed by the aid of money or credit ob- 
tained from or through these banks, and proba- 
bly not half as many hands could beemployed 
in either but for that assistance, which enables 
the employing firm to -buy material and pay 
wages where it could do neither in the absence 
of such aid. To forbid the selling of 
the products of labor in advance of their 
production would be equally unfortunate 
for the city toiler, and hardly less so for 
the producer in the country. In many 
lines of manufacture the works would 
be idle part of the time while waiting 
for orders, then rushed during the process of 
filling them, and pending the completion of 
the work the men must wait for their wages. 
It is the ability to sell in advance of produc- 
tion which enables the average manufacturer 
to borrow money for the purchase of material 
and the payment of wages. Then if those 
wages were paidin the kind of money that 
would be current under a law for *‘ unlimited 
ooinage (of silver) the worker would be 
at the further disad vantage of receiving dol- 
lars that would not buy as much as the same 
number of dollars do now, and must wait the 
slow and uncertain process of having his 
wages advanced to correspond. So that in 
voting for these three things the workingmen 
in the cities would be metaphorically cutt.ng 
their own throats at the request of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance orators and agitators. 

For the rest there is not the slightest neces- 
sity for the founding of a new party. Laws 
prohibiting the alien ownership of land are not 
strangers tothe statute books of several of 
the States, the United States and many of the 
States have recently legislated stringently 
against trusts, and the Australian ballotsystem 
has been adopted nearly everywhere. The 
limitation of tevenues to the necessary ex- 
penses of the government is a matter which 
has been argued for time and again, appar- 
ently desired by the great majority, and cer- 
tain to be carried when the people can agree 
among themselves as to what is practical. If 
by “control of all means of communication 
and transportation is meant an admission 
of the right of regulation for the common 
good it may be said the people have that al- 
ready, but if the platform means that the 
people should own these it demands the in- 
auguration of a reign of corruption that has 
not been paralleled in modern times. 

Hence the founders of the Industrial Al- 
liance have no real cause for their action. 
The good things they ask for are already ‘in 
process of accomplishment, and certain to be 
had without the intervention of a new party, 
while the adoption of the other feaSures would 
be the taking of a long step backwards in the 
path of progress. The city workers who are 
solicited to take part in the new movement 
would do well to consider this point, and avoid 
committing themselves to the advocacy of 
measures which are vicious in the hope of 
bringing around other reforms certain to be 
secured without it. 


THE EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS OF CHICAGO. 

While the future University of Chicago is 
making the preliminary arrangements for the 
great work it is to perform the Northwestern 
University has not been idle, and is broaden- 
ing its sphere of action and adding to the 
value of its present departments. Not the 
least important of the latter is the Union Col- 
lege of Law, ‘which has been forsome years 
part of the Evanston institution. That the 
study of the law can be carried on to better 
advantage by the pupil in the law school than 
after the old fashion by the student in the law- 
yer’s office is generally admitted now, The 
former learns more, and acquires his knowl 
edge more systematically, thoroughly, and 
rapidly. Hence the steps which have been 
taken recently to add to the value of instruc- 
tion in the Union College of Law will confer 
great benefits on ail those who intend to de- 
vote themselves to the study of the profession, 
and will tend to increase the number of young 
men froin the West and South who will come 
to Chicago to prosecute their studies. 

A post-graduate course of ingtruction has 
been established which will include lectures 
by Judge Gresham on Public International 
Law,” by Judge Blodgett on the Law of Ad- 
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It is paying far more attention to the higher 
education than New York is. 


EIGHT HOURS FOR MUNICIPAL WORK. 

Commissioner Aldrich believes that the 
Eight-Hour law ought to be enforced in the 
municipal departments. He says that as a 
rule the city employés now work only. “six 
hours perday. They begin work or are sup- 
posed to at 9 o’clock. They quit at 40’clock. 
They have one hour at noon for lunch. This 
is the way Mr. Aldrich puts it. Asa rule, 
however, the employés hardly begin until 9:80. 
They are preparing to quit at 3:30, They take 
much more than an hour for lunch. Through- 
out the summer the municipal employés en- 
joy what is called a Saturday half holiday. In 
prattice it is 4 full one. 
as certain that the city employés do not work 
on an average moro than thirty hours per week. 
Under the Eight-Hour law they would have 
to wurk—allowing for Saturday half-holidays 
during the summer months—forty-five hours 
per week. If Commissioner Aldrich’s views 
as to the Eight-Hour law were enforced the 


Clerical expenses of the municipal depart- 


ments could be cut down fully one-third. 
This should apply not only to those bureaus 
under his immediate charge, but to the Col- 
lector’s office, the City Clerk’s office, the 
Controller’s office, the Law Department, the 
Special Assessment Department, etc. 

It is probable, as Mr. Aldrich says, that 
there would be some complaint against the 
law at first. But it would have no lasting 
effect. Those who would be retained under 
the new plan would count themselves lucky to 
be continued in the city’s employment, and 
they would soon recognize the justice of the 
enforcement of the law as it is enforced in the 
business houses of the city. If I were au- 
thorized to do it, Mr. Aldrich is quoted as 
saying, 

I would have those clerks at work at 8 a. m., as 
they would have to be if working for a business- 
house, and I would have them work until say 5 
o’clock p. m. That would add two hours per day 
each to their work, give them an hour at noon, 
and oblige them to work an eight-hour day only. 
I think this would be fair. The system prevails 
in the best business houses. Employés in places 


of business think themselves fortunate to get off 
with an eight-hour day's work all the year round, 
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It can be set down 


and I think we wouldn't have many resignations 


if the law were rigidly eaforeed for the city’s 
benefit. 

Now all that is asserted here is strictly true. 
But why, it may be asked, does not Commis- 
sioner Aldrich enforce the Eight-Hour law 
now? What is to prevent him? ‘here is no or- 
dinance to hinder it, If the Commissioner 
should see fit to act the Mayor would not in- 
terfere to prevent it. The taxpayers and the 
public generally would uphold the Commis- 
sioner in carrying out the reform. The poli- 
ticians alone would complain, But Mr. Al- 
drich knows of oid it is impossibie to satisfy 
them. 

That the work of the city would be as well 
done under the eight-hour rule as it is now 
under the five-hour one is certain. The em- 
ployés under the five-hour rule drone through 
their work. They are slow, listless, unaccom- 
modating. That has been for years the expe- 
rience of men and women having business to 
do with the city departments. If the employés 
had to work eight hours, as in business houses, 
they would be more expert and slightly quick- 
er in their movements perhaps. The curtail- 
ment of the tax-eating force, it may be added, 
would be most opportune at this juncture wm 
city affairs when there is so much talk of 
nearly expended appropriations. A reduction 
of the force by one-third would mean a reduc- 
tion of one-third. in the expenses. Commis- 
sioner Aldrich when he was President of the 
County Board helped to straighten out the 
finances of the county by a vigorous enforce- 
ment of the law and by insisting on economi- 
cal methods. Why can he not act similarly 
now when he is at the head of the most im- 
portant of the city departments? 


THE “HOLY COAT” CONTROVERSY. 

Father Willems, a Cologne priest, forget- 
ful of the fate of Father Jonathan Rouges in 
1845, has had the courage and the honesty to 
denounce the exhibition of the Holy Coat of 
Tréves”’ as an imposture. He holds that there 
is no evidence that the coat was worn by 
Christ, while there is much to the contrary. 
It is shorter and of much finer material than 
the coats worn in the Holy Land in the time of 
Christ. Father Willems intimates that the 
exhibition is a catch-penny affair, and proba- 
bly thinks with Father Rouges that if the coat 
works miracles, cures diseases, restores sight 
to the blind and speech to the dumb it ought 
to be exhibited more than once every forty- 
five years. 

It was last shown in 1845. At that time, 
when the means of transit were not what they 
are now, over 500,000 pilgrims visited Tròves, 
and while the pilgrimages were in vogue Fath- 
er Rouges addressed a letter to the then Bishop 
of Treves in which he said: 

Five hundred thousand men—five hundred thou- 
sand intelligent Germans—have gone to Trdves, 
either to see or worship the relic! Bishop Ar- 
noldi, I turn to you, and demand from you, by my 
authority as a German teacher and a Catholic 
priest—yea, inthe name of Christianity, in the 
name of the German nation—to put a stop “to 
this abominable exhibition.“ 

He added that if the coat worked miracles, 
as was claimed, it was shocking to collect 
money for the exhibition, The Bishop of 
Breslau, in whose province Father Rouges 
was stationed, asked him to retract or to deny 
the authorship of the letter. The good father 
wrote in reply:

most gleefully by the New York papers and 
they keep on commiserating the water drink- 
ers of this city long after the fluid they con- 
sume has regained its accustomed purity. 
They have also taken special pains to warn 
intending World’s Fair visitors against com- 
ing here because they would be poisoned, and 
have drawn odious comparisons between the 
alleged superior and entirely pure Croton 
water and Chicago lake water. 

As a matter of fact, however, Chicago 
water is much purer than the lukewarm 
Croton article, and this is beginning to dawn 
on the New-Yorkers, for a recent analysis of 
the Croton article proves that it contains— 


Unmistakable traces of nitrites and consequent 
contamination, while the investigations at the 
sources of Croton Lake are startling and sick- 
ening. The up-State towns empty their sew- 
age, garbage, and general refuse into the tribu- 
taries of the stream which furnishes New York’s 
water supply. 

The New York Commercial Advertiser puts 
ashes on its head and remarks: 

The presence of certain organic matter in the 
water in excess of the normal betrays the fact 
that the water is polluted by decaying animal 
detritus. Part of this is washed by heavy rains 
off the surface of fertilized agricultural land, and 
is carried into the feeders of the Oroton 
system. 

Some of it may—or may not, with all hope 
centering on the negative—trickle from adjacent 
cemeteries. 

Some—and this is the most formidable con- 
dition of all—drains from barns, cattle sheds, and 
outhouses into the brooks and streams that feed 
the main tributaries. 


Under ordinary 3 Chicagoans 
would feel sorry for the New-Yorkers, who, 
during the dreadfully hot weather which has 
been visiting them, have had to drink the 
lukewarm leachings of the barn-yards, but 
their own drinking water has been lied about 
so persistently that they cannot pump up 
much sympathy. They are more inclined to 
see in it evidences that the wicked often get a 
part of their punishment in this world. 

New York will have to put up with its 
poisonous drinking water for an 
indefinite period ; but next year, 
when the Chicago four-mile tunnel 
is completed and when ail the pumping works 
are in good working order, this city will have 
a superabundance of absolutely pure water 
the whole year round. This should abate the 
impatience of the nervous housekeepers who 
cannot get all the water they want. Let 
them look at New York and be content. 


INDEPENDENT NOMINATIONS AND THE 
NEW LAW. 

Under the new Australian ballot law of this 
State, an explanation of which has just been 
circulated by Sécretary Pearson, it will not be 
so easy to organize independent political par- 
ties on local issues as heretofore. The diffi- 


4} culty arises from the fact that certificates of 


nomination for county officers must be filed 
with the proper officer at least thirty days 
prior to election, and in the case of city and 
village officers fifteen days before such city or 
village election. Now, as a rule, the county 
party conventions will not be held until a 
month before -election ana the city conven- 
tions not until two weeks before. There will 
be little time therefore in case of any dissatis- 
faction with the party nominations for an in- 
dependent movement. Besides, it will take, 
in a city like Chicago and in a county like 
Cook, considerable time to prepare the nomi- 
nation papers for independent candidates. 
Those papers will have to be signed in all 
cities having more than 5,000 population by 
not less than one qualified voter for each 
fifty persons who voted at the next preceding 
general election. In Cook County this would 
mean over 3,000 voters. The signatures of 
that many cannot be obtained in a few days. 
The party caucuses therefore have an advan- 
tage through the new law. 

To illustrate: Suppose the Cook County 
Democrats hold their next convention about 
the Ist of October and nominate candidates 
objectionable to the Chicago or Harrisonian 
Democrats; the latter would have to hustie in 
rather lively fashion to get the signatures of 
the necessary 8,000 voters to make inde- 
pendent nominations. The policy of the 
party men, of course, will be to hold their 
conventions as near as possible the last day 
when the nominations can be handed in. 
That policy, though it might head off bolt- 
ing, would not enhance the prospects of the 
party nominees. Under the new law, also, it 
will be more difficult to remove the name of 
objectionable nominees from a ticket. 

The bearing of the law is here explained that 
voters, whether Republicans or Democrats, 
may better understand the maneuvers of their 
party leaders, or bosses, as they may call 
them, during the next month. Under the 
new law the fail nominations will have to be 
made in September or in the early days of Oc- 
tober. 


LAKE LEVEL AND RAINFALL. 

The Grand Rapids Morning Press quotes a 
report that the level of Lakes Michigan and 
Huron is now several feet lower than it used 
to be, and says it is claimed that this low level 
has come with the deepening of the channel 
through the St. Clair flats. It asks if it be 
true that the rainfall upon the watershed 
of the great lakes has been less for the last 
five years than formerly, and hints that if not 
the cause must be found in the deepening of 
the water on the St. Clair flats. It says: 

It is hard for the public to understand why a 
deepening of the drain between Lake Huron and 
Lake Erie should not have the effect of lowering 
the level of Lakes Huron and Michigan. It is 
folly for the government to be spending millions 
of dollars deepening harbors from Chicago to Port 
Huron while the water of the lakes is being 
drawn off by dredging at St. Clair flats. 

This is a matter of great impoftance, not 
only of itself, but in ite bearings upon the 
proposed Chicago drainage channel. It is 
asserted by Gen. Poe that the operations of 
the government at the flats are not of 
sufficient magnitude to affect the level of the 
lakes, which he attributes to a lessened rain- 
fall. His view of the case is fully borne out 


by the meteorological records kept in this 


city. They give the following as the number 
of inches of rainfall or its equivalent at Chi- 
cago during each of the last ten years: 
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S aidliianh to account for the differ- 
ence in lake level, and there is no occasion to

gan that can occur from the cutting of the

CONVICT LABOR AND CHEAP FOREIGN 
LABOR, — 


A few days ago a complaint was made at a 
labor meeting in this city that the convicts at 
Joliet were being worked still in such a man- 
ner as to come into competition with free la- 
bor to the prejudice of the latter. In 1886 a 
constitutional amendment was adopted to 
end the system of leasing prison labor, Its 
ratification was due to the incessant agitation 
of the workingmen, who claimed that certain 
trades, such as coopering, stone-cutting, 
wagon-making, etc., were ruined by the de- 
structible competition of convict labor; that 
a manufacturer paying 65 cents a day for the 
services of prisoners was able to undersell 
employers of free labor who paid wages of 4 
dollar and a half a day or more, They rea- 
soned it out that cheaper labor and cheaper 


‘goods were inextricably connected, and not 


to their advantage. | 

I'wo courses were open to the coopers and 
others who believed their interests were af- 
fected injuriously by the contract labor sys- 
tem. One of them was to compete with it, 
to consent to a cuttmg down of their own 
wages to a point as low as that at which labor 
could be bought at the penitentiary. Had 
they done that the employer would have given 
them the preference, for their services would 
be infinitely superior. The other was to se- 
cure the passage of laws by which this cheap 
labor competition should be done away with 
and the workingmen protected against it, even 
though its injurious effects were alleged to ex- 
tend to a few trades only. 

The workingmen decided to do the last. 
They were not in love with the theory of cheap 
barrels, cheap cut stone, and cheap wagons 
for the community at their expense. So after 
some years of agitation they put through the 


amendment referred to. But many of the 


men who worked for it are found now work- 


ing and voting for a party which is anxious to 


subject them to worse competition than any 
trade ever suffered from prison labor and 
which differs from that kind of competition in 
that there is but one way in which it can be 
met, : 7 

The Democrats tell the workingmen that it 
is their intention to repeal all protective duties 
and thus give them cheap gobds. That pleases 
the hearers, who never stop to ask at whose 
expense those goods are to be cheapened. The 
first result of the success of the Democratic 
program would be to bring the men working 
at manufactures in this city into competition 
with English, French, and German working- 
men, who get a half, a third, or a quarter of 
what they do, the goods made by whom are 
cheaper because the labor expended on them 
costs less. 

It was complained that the competition of 
the convict whose labor cost the contractor 65 
cents a day was ruinous, How much more 80 
would the competition of the German be, who 
gets 25 or 50 cents a day and lives in a manner 
to match? ‘The representatives of the Trade 
and Labor Union have been investigating the 
condition of some of the Chicago cloak-mak- 
ers and have been horrified by their cramped 
quarters and unsanitary surroundings. Yet 
the latter do not complain, for they are living 
better than they did in Europe. The lower 
wages which the Chicago workman would get 
as the result of competition with cheap foreign 
labor would compel him to give up one by one 


the comforts of life, to live in smaller rooms, 


and eat poorer food, 

Nor could he free himself from that compe- 
tition by going to the Legislature for a law or 
to the people for an amendment of the State 
Constitution. He would have to take his 
medicine, to accept lower wages with ali that 
implies, or have no work, with all which that 
im plies. 

So it is difficult to understand how the same 
men who have been protesting against the 
competition of 65 cents e day workmen should 
ask for a chance to be exposed to the competi- 
tion of 25 cents aday workmen on the other 
side of the Atlantic, who are beyond the reach 
of their legislation, cannot be made to join 
their unions, and cannot be forced to push 
their wages up towards the American standard. 
It is certain that a few months’ experience of 
that competition would send the converted 
men to Washington praying and demanaing 
that Congress should reimpose protective 
duties and restore to them the comfortable 
homes of which they had been deprived 
through their own folly in voting for Demo- 
cratic candidates and the Democratic free 
trade policy. 


Tann is a curious obtuseness manifest in 
the current marks about the profit or ab- 
sence thereof connected with a renewal of the 
tour and a half per cents at the reduced inter- 
est of two per cent. One authority is quoted 
as saying that after paying the one per cent 
tax and the cost of renewing mutilated cur- 
rency there is less than one per cent net inter- 
est coming to the bondhoider. The question 
is not how much interest a national bank can 
get from the government on its bonds, but 
how much interest it can get from the public 
on the currency it issues based on the bonds 
as security. If the bank can obtain 6 per cent 
interest on $1,000 it is fair to presume the $900 
of gurrency issued on a $1,000 bond will 
also be worth 6 per cent in business. 
There is thus a loss of $6 on the sur- 
plus $100 of security, with tax on 
$900 of circulation and the cost of looking 
after the same, as an offset to the $20 interest 
received on the bonds for $1,000. This may 
be figured out to yield a little profit, if not 
much, and to this should be added the chance 
of additional profit in the case of notes not 
presented for redemption.

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BALTIMORE FLOODED WITH PEACHES. 


Commission Men Unable to Get Rid of 
Them—Fruit Given Away. 

BALTIMORR, Md., Aug. 22.—[Specidl.]—The 
county wharves and steamboat piers were to- 
day piled up fifty feet high with boxes of 
peaches, and whole schooner loads of inferior 
fruit were being sent back to the peninsula or 
dumped overboard in the bay. There has not 
been such a glut here in fruit for twelve 
years. The commission merchants and mid- 
dlemen generally have been unable to keep 
back the rush and the growers are piling their 
fruit into the market and offering it for sale at 
but a few cents on the box profit above the cost 
of freight. In many shipments the growers are 
not even making the freight charges. ‘The 
middle class of fruit was selling yesterday and 
today at 15 to 20 cents a box, the best varieties 
80 to 60 cents a box. The packers of the city 
are taking about 50,000 boxes daily. From 
10,000 to 20,000 boxes are being used for home 
consumptior, and 50,000 boxes more are being 
15 daily North and West. The Baltimore 
Ohio railroad is running several special 
fruit trains daily, and the Pennsyl- 
venia is carrying many carloads daily 
to points — its Northern Central divis- 
ion. The Maryland and Delaw#tre Peninsula 
divisions of the Pennsylvania are taxed to the 
utmost capacity of their rolling-stock, the 
tracks being filled day and night with fruit 
trains going to Philadelphia, New York, and 
Boston. To prevent a continuance of the 
peach glut in this market the leading commis- 
sion merchants have notified the steamboat 
companies that they will not receive any more 
consignments of peaches until next Tuesday. 
The market for melons and tomatoes is also 
overstocked, Qn the wharves this evening 
hundreds of melons were given away t> the

than that at which a flag floats at any other 
point in the world. The Territory of Illinois 
was carved out of the Territory of Indiana by 
act of Congress of Feb. 3, 1809, and the seat 
of government was by the same act estab- 
lished at Kaskaskia, which thus became the 
first capital. Although the distinction and 
the historical recollections that cluster about 
that ancient hamlet are practically all that re- 
main of its pristine glories, Kaskaskia was at 
the time fully entitled to the distinction which 
Congress conferred. 

It was known as a populous and thriving 
village long before the founding of New Or- 
leans, Pittsburg, or St. Louis; it was half a 
century older than Cincinnati, and it had 
flourished and passed into decuy long before 
Chicago was even dreamed of. While the ex- 
act date of its foundation is somewhat uncer- 
tain its traditions are that it was founded in 
1707, and its haleyon period was from 1740 to 
1750. Kaskaskia was for many years the po-

This temporary structure at Vandalia, the 


first State-House actually 8 by Illi- 
nois, was destroyed by fire 9, 1823, and 
was replaced by a new brick building, much

Since the location of the seat of government 
at Vandalia the growth of the State in popu- 
lation had been unexampled, having increased 
from 55,162 in 1820 to 269,974 in 1835. The 
trend of settlement had been toward the 
center and northern part of the State, and the 
center of population, which for nearly a cen- 
tury had remained in the vicinity of kas-

Territory of Illinois, and for more than half 
a century was the recognized metropolis of 
the Upper Mississippi Valley and the focus of 
commerce in the Northwest Territory. But 
with the removal of the State capital to Van- 
dalia in 1821, its glory began to wane, and it 
is now disturbed only by an occasional visit 
from an antiquarian or the curiosity seeker. 
Even the Father of Waters has actively aided 
in the work of destruction which the ravages 
of time could have completed unaided, and 
the General Assembly which sat this year 
found it necessary to make an appropriation 
for the removal from the ancient cemetery of 
the bodies of men conspicuous in the early 
history of the State in order to protect their 
remains froin the constant encroachments of 
the mighty Mississippi. 

When the Territory of Illinois was created 
President Madison appointed Ninian Ed- 
wards, Chief Justice — the Court of Appeals 
of Kentucky, as Governor, anda Territorial 
government was organized by proclamation 
April 28, 1809, the Governor Judges en- 
acting such laws as were deemed necessary. 
But the people soon demanded an opportunity 
to elect their own law-makers and in 
time acquired that privilege. In October, 1812, 
they elected the first General Assembly, which 
was composed cf five members of the council 
and seven Representatives. This body con- 
vened at Kaskaskia Nov. 25 and set an ex- 
ample of economy which might/ profitably be 
commended to the emulation of legislators of 
the present day. All the members were en- 
tertained at the same tavern, and when they 
organized the General Assembly they consid- 
ered one doorkeeper sufficient for both 
Houses and had no other officers except a clerk 
for each body. 

Even after Illinois had been admitted to 
the Union as a full-fledged State, Dec. 3, 1818, 
like frugality was exhibited in arranging for 
a place in which to meet. The first eral 
Assembly of the State convendd at Kaskaskia 
Oct. 5, 1818, and was composed of thirteen 
Senators and twenty-seven Representatives. 
Its sessions were ld in the first State 
House,“ which had been previously occupied 
by the Territorial Legislature. Thi. structure 
was built of limestone and was surmounted by 
a gambrel roof of unpainted boards and 
shingles, in which were pl dormer win- 
dows. The lower floor was fitted up for the 
House and the chamber above for the Senate. 
It appears from the journals of those bodies 
that the rental paid for the use of this building 
was not extravagant, the Senate and House 
having concurred in accepting “ the following 
proposal of Dr. G. Fisher, to wit: 

I will furnish the house for the General Assem- 
bly in which they now sit, the large room below 
and two rooms above stairs; the rooms shall be 
furnished with tables and benches, at the rate of 
$4 per day. GEBorGe FisHEr. 

This first Legislature of the new State went 
into the business of making laws upon an ex- 
tensive scale, and among the numerous acts 


passed was one providing for the removal of 


the seat of government, ere is no evi- 
dence that there was any popular demand for 
this change. Apparently the of this 
measure was a result of the mania for specu- 
lation which had become rife with the admis- 
sion of the Territory as a State, and 
was due to the efforts of a smail 
coterie which ho to realize great 
fortunes in the establishment of the new cap- 
ital. The story of the removal is told by

The movement of popu- 
lation toward the center of the State had 
made it evident for some years that Van- 
dalia would not be permitted to remain the 
capital after the expiration of the twenty 
years specified at the time of its location. 

In fact, a bili had been passed at the session 
of 1833, submitting the question of a reloca- 
tion to the people, offering them achoice of 


selection between Springfield, Jackson- 
ville, Alton, Vandalia, and Peoria, 
but neither of these points was 


able to command anything approaching a 
majority. Vandalia led in the poll, but only 
received about one-fifth of the votes cast. 
One of the reasons u for the necessity of 
aspeedy change was that the State-House, 
which had -been poorly constructed, was no 
longer -habitable. To obviate this difficulty 
the old building had been torn down during 
the summer and a new one built at a cost of 
some $16,000, of which the citizens and work- 
men took the risk. Of this the Governor had 
advanced 5000 from the contingent fund. 
But whe: e people of Vandalia found that 
their enterprising scheme had failed to affect 
the question of removal they were very glad 
to have an appropriation made covering the 
bills for the erection of the building. 

It was under such circumstances that 
Springfield set out to secure the capital. The 
project was in charge of Abraham Lin-

This delegation was 
remarkable alike for the mental abil- 
ity of its members and for their 
physical stature. Their combined height ag-

The State street line, one of the 
oldest of all, is operated by horse-power 
throughout. it begins on the corner of Lake 
and State streets, goes north on North State 
to Division street, and thence west to North 
Clark street, where it gives transfers to the 
cable line. 

The Larrabee street line (horse-power) 
starts from Washington street and goes north 
on Clark to Kinzie, west to Market, north on 
Market to Division, and north on Sedgwick to 
Center street and Lincoln avenue. These 
cars return on Sedgwick and Market streets 
Iudiana street, run a little way on Wells, and 
thence by way of Kinzie and Clark get back 
to the starting point. 

The Sedgwick street line is partly identical 
with the Larrabee street route, and runs from 
Clark and Washington streets north on Clark 
to Kinzie, on Kinzie to Market, thence to Chi- 
cago avenue on Market, and from Chicago 
avenue runs aorth on Sedgwick street. 

The Dearborn street line, although most of 
its track is in the South Division, belongs to 
the North Chicago railway system. It rans 
from the Chicago and Northwestern railway 
depot east on Kinzie to Dearborn, crosses the 
river there, and continues down Dearborn to 
the Polk street depot. What is known as the 
Northwestern line runs from that railroad 
1 over Wells street bridge to Lake and 
Fifth avenue, east to State street, and south to 
Madison. Its return route is west on Madison 
to Fifth avenue and north on that street and 
over the Wells — bridge to the depot. 

Of the cars which are brought down-town 
as trailers by the Clark, Wells, and Clybourn 
avenue grips, there are a good many, but it 
will suffice to speak of these lines as begin-

As an illustration of the possibilities of the 
transfer system it is stated that a passenger 
coming down oh the Clybourn avenue line 
can get a transfer on Milwaukee avenue, 
thence to either the Wells or Clark street lines, 
and so could end his journey at St. Bonifacius 
Cemetery.

This line 
runs from Fullerton avenue to Twenty-second 
street, and connects at O’Neill street with the 
South Side cara, An arrangement for trans- 
fers exists between.the two companies by 
which a passenger can travel from Fullerton 
avenue to the Stock-Yards on payment of one

The West Division has two cable lines, one 
on Madison street and the other on Milwaukee 
avenue, while ground has been broken for 
and work begun on a cable road on Blue 
Island avenue. The exist cables reach the 
West Side by means of the i n street 
tunnel, and a new tunnel between Jackson 
and Van Buren streets, which will accommo- 
date the Blue Island avenue and several other 
lines of cars, is approaching completion. Both 
the Madison street and Milwaukee avenue 
lines run roun“ * loop in the business center. 
This loop ext>.us on, Washington street to 
Fifth avenue, south to. Madison, east to La 
Salle, north on La Salle two blocks to Ran- 
dolph street, thence,west to -Fifth avenue 
again, and so into the tunnel. a 
The Madison street line leaves West Wash- 
ington street at Jefferson and a block south 
enters West Madison street, on which it runs 
due west to West Fortieth street. The tunnel 
and loop line is operated from a power house 
at Jefferson and Washington streets, The 
main power house at Madison and Rockwell 
streets operates the full length of the line, al- 
though the cables running east and west from 
this are separate. The cable running down 
town is driven at about ten miles an hour 
while the western string runs at a rate of four-

‘Twenty-first street and west to Western ave- 
nue, 

There are two starting points for the Van 
Buren street cars. One set run from State 
street straight through on Van Buren to West- 
ern avenue, and some go on to Kedzie avenue. 
The other Van Buren cars go west on Madison 
to Fifth avenue, then south to Van Buren, and 
80 west. This line on its return winds up on 
Washington and State streets. 

The South Halsted street line starts from 
State and Randolph streets, and goes west to 
Halsted, then south to Twenty-second street. 
The Blue Island avenue cars, like the Van 
Buren line, have two starting points, some 
leaving from Adams and some from Madison 
and State, but all crossing Adams street bridge 
under present arrangements. y turn 
down Halsted to Blue Island and follow that 
thoroughfare to Twenty-sixth street. 

The Taylor street cars start from Adams 
street and Michigan avenue, cross Adams 
street bridge, and go south on Canal street to 
Taylor, thence west to Western avenue. 

Clinton and Jefferson, the Canal street, 
and the Canalport avenue lines leave from 
State and Randolph streets and wind alon 
on Clinton, Jefferson, or Canal street unti 
they reach their respective destinations.

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‘LORD CHURCHILL SAYS THEY soon 
MUST LEAVE THE TRANSVAAL, 


Thousands of Englishmen Already at the 
Gold Fields and Willing on Short Notice 
to Overthrow the Boer Republic and 
Organize Another British Colony—A 
Dutch Poo Bah—Scenes in the Local 
Parliament—Useless Idieness as Personi- 
fied in the Average Boer Farmer. 

RETORIA, Cape Col- 

ony, July 1.— [Special 

Correspondence. | —It 

can hardly be a matter 
for doubt that the gold 
fields of Johannisburg 
are destined to attract 
and support a popula- 
tion which will ulti- 
mately dpminate and 
rule the Transvaal. 
Not only is it certain 
that there is gold ore 
practically in sight 
sufficient to occupy the 
energies of a mining 
plant far larger than that which now exists for 
one or two generations, but the many wants 
of a mining population, where wealth is easily 
gained and where luxury and free expenditure 
become a habit, offer to every variety of com- 
mercial enterprise. the most promising pros- 
pects. The mere feeding of such a population 
will be a work of great profit. 

All over the Transvaal, especially aroum .d 
Johannisburg, the well-watered and yet easily 
drained valleys possess a soil of astonishing 
fertility which with ordinary skill and care 
could produce abundant crops of almost, 
every grain, every vegetable, and every fruit. 
Whether for housebuilding, for use in mines, 
or for common firewood, the plantations of 
trees will yield the land-owner munificent re- 
muneration. Such is the geniality of the 
climate and such the fertility of the soil that 
many kinds of useful and valuable trees are 
estimated by competent authority to make a 
growth of no less than ten feet in the course of 
a year. For the independence of the Trans- 
vaal Boers i} was truly a most fortunate cir- 
cumstance that the discovery of the gold fields 
succeeded rather than preceded the restora- 
tion of the Boer independence in 1881. 

Had Johannisburg, with its present popula- 
tion, its present possessions, and its present 
prospects, existed at the time of the Trans- 
vaal war it never would have been suffered to 
pass away from the dominion of the British 
Government. I adhere to the opinion I ex- 
pressed . in a former letter that the restoration 
of Dutch independence was necessary, if not 
essential, to the peaceful government of the 
Cape Colony, but viewing the Transvaal as it 
is and calculating what it might be if its pos- 
sessors and rulers were English one cannot 
but lament that so splendid a territory should 
have ceased to be British. The English trav- 
eler, according to his disposition, must be sor- 
rowful, indignaut, or passionate when he con- 
siders the contrast whichis afforded by the 
capacity of the country and the incapacity of 
its present rulers. : 

The natural events of the future will, how- 
ever, probably peacefully retrieve the losses 
occasioned by the errors of the past; the gold 
fields, when connected by railways with the 
coast, will be crowded in a few years’ time 
with thousands of Englishmen+who will im- 
patiently jerk from their shoulders the gov, 
ernment of the Boers. These will be out- 
numbered, absorbed, - scattered. 8 
this process is perceptibly going on. the 
capital — te the Transvaal is foreign 
and under foreign direction. Such is also the 
case with all industry other than pastoral, and 
I am informed on good authority that more 
than three-fourths of the land itself is now 
owned by foreigners, 

The days of the Dutch as an independent 
and distinct nationality in South Africa are 
numbered; they will pass away, unhonored, 
unlamented, ecarcely even remembered either 
by the native or by the European settler. 

aving had giveh to them great possessions 
and great opportunies they will be written of 
only for their cruelty toward and tyranny 
over the native races; their fanaticism, their 
ignorance, and their selfishness; they will be 
handed down to posterity by tradition as 
having conferred no single benefit upon any 
single human being, not even upon themselves, 

— upon the pages of African history they 

will leave the shadow, but only a shadow, of a 

dark reputation and an evil name. 

These were the reflections with which I 
journeyed from Johannisburg to Pretoria. 
The road traverses a rolling veldt similar to 
the other parts of the Transvaal which I have 
visited, Although a highway of great im- 
portance and crowded with traffic of one kind 
and another, the Transvaal Government al- 
lows the road to be maintained in a condition 
as bad if not worse than that of any other 
highway communication in the country. Pre- 
toria lies some five and thirty miles to the 
north of Johahnisburg. Round Pretoria the 
veldt becomes more broken and the eye is 
pleased at having its range of vision inter- 
rupted by low chains of hills, among which 
are seen pretty dells and valleys and streams, 
and some appreciable appearance of tree and 
burg. Fifteen hundred feet less than Johan- 
nisburg above the level of the sea, lying in a 
sheltered hollow, Pretoria, in respect of cli 
mate, is far milder and more genial than the 
high ridges of the gold fields. 

The soil of Pretoria is of wonderful fertility 
for the cultivation of vegetables, flowers, and 
trees. Nearly every house has its garden, and 
every garden possesses a plentiful supply of 
water. The whole population numbers under 
6,000, and it is estimated that some 6,000 na- 
tives also inhabit the town. It bears-all the 
appearance of a town in its infancy—low, 
straggling cottages and shanty residences ad- 
joining stone and brick buildings of imposing 
size. 

The government buildings, which are ap- 
proaching completion, erec in a French 
style of architecture, are distinctly fine and 
good. They have been built at a cost of 
about £200,000. They accommodate all the 
government offices and the two chambers of 
the Volksraad. I was present at one of the 
sittings of the Dutch Parliament, and observed 
a combination of pomp and commonplace 
which was somewhat amusing. 

The First Chamber (or the House of Com- 
mons) transact their business in a lofty 
spacious, and well proportioned hall, painted 
in red and green, the national colors, dec- 
orated with the arms of the South African 
Republic largely displayed and with a full- 
length portrait of the present President. The 
Chairman is seated on a platform which 
traverses the whole length of the hall. On 
his right is a seat for the President, and 
again on the right of the President are 
seated the members of the Executive, con- 
spicuous among whom was Gen. Joubert. 
Below on another platform are seated two 
clerks, who read out to the assembly the 
orders of the day and the contents of bills, 
memorials, or petitions. To these clerks is 
also confided the arduous duty of taking 
down in shorthand the speeches of the mem- 
bers. On the floor of the hall are ranged the 
members, seated at three long, narrow, par- 
alle] tables, slightly curved in the form of a 
horseshoe, 

Some thirty members were present while I 
was there. Coats and hats were hung up round 
the wall; a messenger or doorkeeper in a sort 
of light brown shooting jacket, heavy walking 
boots, and a slouch felt hat — about 
among the members and represented to my 
mind the decorous and well attired officials of 
our own Parliament. ‘The members speak 
from their places when called upon by the 
Chairman. The President is a constant at- 
tendant and takes so free and frequent a part. 
in the debates that the jealousy of the Assem- 
bly has been at times aroused and efforts are 
from time to time made to restrain the elo- 
quent interference of the head of the State. 

I had the advantage of hearing ‘several 

speeches, and, though not understanding the 

Dutch language, I noticed that the speakers 

combined fluency with brevity, that their 

manner was one of ease and of dignity, their 
ticulation natural and free. In the Second 
shamber I heard the President himself take 
part in the debate. Three times he spoke with 
much deliberate composure, but by no means 
without animation. The two Chambers sit 
from 9 a. m. to 1 p. m., and from 2 p. m. to 

4 p. m. They 

‘minutes every hour for the purpose of smok- 
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as long as their own proper country was in no 
way interfered with. : | 
President's manner was extremely 
cious and genial, and it was not difficul pote 
only a few minutes of conversation wi 
and of observation of him, to the 
great and strong — which he has ac- 
— and retained over his countrymen. The 
iscussions of the Volksraad in either Cham- 
ber are often of extreme i in- 
deed, 1 
time i much gravi- 
ty, and at times with some heat and asperity, 
the question of how its members should be at. 
tired. It was at length resolved that a tall, 
white hat, white tie, and black coat should be 
the prescribed costume. Imay add that this 
er Chamber has only recently been cre- 
ated. 

Its members are elected by the same con- 
stituencies aa those which elect the First 
Chamber. The r constitution mongers 
having brought this political infant into ex- 
istence, were exhausted and neglected to sup- 
ply it with powers, rights, or duties, It can 
neither initiate nor alter, nor even review leg- 
islation. Its consent is not sought for to any 
law. Neither has it any right to discuss any 
question of expenditure nor is any informa- 
tion given to it asto expenditure. In its pres- 
ent form it is a mere debating society, more 
afraid than Iwas.” _ 

The President with difficulty sometimes con. 
trols and gets his way with assem blies. 
In old days he was accustomed to awe them 
by threats of his resigning in case they did 
not agree with him. This method having be- 
come weak by overuse he has hit upon a new 
device, and quite recently he told the mem- 
bers who were disputing with him that if they 
did not yield he would reduce their salaries, 
They were terrified into immediate submis- 
sion. 

It may be mentioned that the members of 
either house receive a salary of 43 per diem 
while the houses are in session. Presi- 
dent receives a salary of £8,000a year. He 
li vos very quietly, never entertains—indeed, he 

never gives bite or sup to a soul. He is re- 
ported to have amassed a | fortune. One 
of the curiosities of the r constitution 
which should be noted is . during the re- 
cess of Parliament the President has power 
of his own authority to issue proclamations 
having the force of law, which are remain 
valid until the meeting of the First Chamber, 
when they are confirmed or disallowed. This 
power, which obviously is open to the greatest 
abuse, has been, it is asserted, much abused. 

Gen. Joubert cumulates in himself three dis- 
tinct offloes - that of commandantof the army, 
Minister for Native Affairs, and member of: 
the executive government. For these tliree 
offices he receives a salary of £3,000 a year. 
Nearly all the offices of the government are 
occupied by Hollanders. These immigrants, 
*“*Uitlanders’’ as they are called, are disliked 
by the old Boer and African population. They 
are pure office seekers without any sympathy 
for the Boer, speaking High Dutch, a lan- 
guage not understanded by the people, and 
are justly reputed to be as ignorant as tney are 
arrogant, as corrupt as they are stupid. 

Cases of truel treatment inflicted by Boers 
on natives are by no means rare. Boer 
does not recognize that the native is in any 
degree raised above the level of the lower ani- 
mals. In conversation he describes the native 
as a “‘ creature.” 

His undying hatred for the, lish arises 
mainly from the fact that the English persist 
in according, at least in theory, such equal 
rights to the colored population as are enjoyed 
by the whites. In the Transvaal no native 
may travel from one place to another unless 
he is provided with a pass. In the towns no 
native may be out at night unless he is sim- 
ilarly ‘protected. Neither can any native in 
the Transvaal acquire a title to land. the 
other hand, throughout the Transvaal the 
native enjoys the valuable privilege of bemg 
able to purchase and consume in any quantity 
the most poisonous alcobulic compounds. 

Taking all these matters into consideration 
I can imagine that a British Ministry ora 
British Parliament may wisely pause hesi- 
tate before handing over to Boer domin- 
ion Swaziland and its people. This is the 
territory which the Boers eagerly covet as 
giving them additional 1 and a 
fine opening to the coast. y aver, with 
what amount of truth I know not, that 
Swaziland has been more than once promised 
to them by persons holding official positions 
under the British Crown. ; 

The main cause and object of the recent 
threatened trek into Mashonaland was to 
put pressure upon the High Commissioner in 
this matter of Swaziland. “If you will re- 
deem your ge « of giving us Swaziland we 
will drop the trek.’’ Such was always the 
Boer thought, and such was often the Boer ex- 
pression, from President Kruger downward. 

Two circumstances undoubtedly militate in 
favor of the cession of this territory to the 
Boers. In the first place, the British Commis- 
sioner, Sir Francis de Winton, sent out spe- 
cially by the British Government to inquire 
into and report upon the condition of things 
in Swaziland, recommended the cession of the 
territory to the Boers. In the second place, 
the present arrangement—namely: a joint 
government of the country by British-Dutch 
Com missioners—is unsatisfactory to all par- 
ties concerned, cannot be regarded as a per- 
manent one, and could easily be made un- 
workable by the Boers themselves. 

In spite, however, of these considerations, 
seeing what I have seen of the utter misgov- 
ernment of the Transvaal, recalling the in- 
solent denial by the Boers of all political and 
even municipal rights to persons residing in 
the Transvaal other than of Dutch birth, 
strongly impressed with the knowledge of the 
vicious and cruel sentiments which the Boers 
entertain toward the native races, I own that 
it would be with the greatest misgiving and 
reluctance that I could persuade myself as a 
member of Parliament to support the surren- 
der to the Boers of the fortunes and destinies 
of the Swazis,a race in many respects of 
superior quality and promise, and one, more- 
over, which in recent years has fought gallant- 
ly side by side with British troops and has 
acquired a peculiar title to British protection. 
The Boer farmer personifies useless idle- 
Occupying a farm of from 6,000 to 
10,000 aeres, he contents himself with raising 
a herd of a few hundred head of cattle, which 
are left almost entirely to the care of the na- 
tive whom he employs. It may be asserted, 
generally with truth, that he never plunts a 
tree, never digs a well, never makeg a road, 
never grows a blade of corn. | h and 
ready cultivation of the soil by the natives he 
sometimes permits, but agriculture and the 
agriculturist he holds alike in great con- 
tempt. He passes his day doing absolutely 
nothing beyond smoking and drinking coffee. 
He is perfectly uneducated. With the excep- 
tion of the Bible, every word of which, in its 
most literal interpretation, he believes with 
fanatical” credulity, he never opens a book; 
he never even reads a newspaper. 

His simple ignorance is unfathomable. And 
this, in sublime composure, he shares with 
his wife, his sons, and his daugtters, being 
proud that his children should grow up as ig- 
norant, as uncultivated, as hopelessly unpro- 
gressive as himself. In the winter-time he 
moves his herd of cattle into the better past- 
ures and milder climate of the low country 
veldt and lives as idly and uselessly in his 
wagon as he does in his farmhouse. 

The summer sees him returning hom’, and 
so on year after year, generation after gener- 
ation, the Boer farmer drags out the most de- 
graded and ignoble existence ever experienced 
by a race weit ety pretension :to civilization. 
I have, I must admit, met some persons in 
overnment circles and elsewhere of Boer or 
utch birth who are entirely excluded from 
the scope of these remarks, whose manners 
were polite and amiable, who were anxious to 
show kindness and hospitality, and whose con- 
versation was distinguished by orginal ideas 
and liberal sentiments. : 

These, however, are but bright exceptions. 
I speak of the nation as a whole, as I think I 
have seen it. I turn my back gladly on these 
people, hastening northward to lands possess- 
ing, 1 hope, equal wealth, brighter prospects, 
reserved for more worthy possessors, en- 
titled to happier destinies. I rejoice, after all 
that I have seen of the Transvaal, that the 
country and the people of the Matabeli and

THE FINE ARTS. 


A choice collection of paintings brought 
here by Mr. John E. Irwin is on exhibition in one 
of the parlors of the Auditorium Hotel. Most of 
them are by French artists, many of them by the 
leaders of the Barbizon school, and all are well 


selected examples, showing the salient character- 


istics of the artists whose signatures they bear. 

Two Corots show different periods of the great 
landscapist’s work. The Pool shows a sym- 
pathetic observation of nature, and the Sum- 
mer Evening is a more studied composition and 
more complete in detail. 

By the Sea,” by Dupré, is charming in tone 
and full of feeling. It is not a scene on the coast, 
as the title might suggest, but a landscape, with 
‘farmhouses and trees by the roadside, with a 
glimpse of the sea in the distance. The clouds in 
the sky would be sufficient to suggest the title if 
the sea were not to be seen in the picture. 

A small work by Rousseau called the Walled 
Farm is an interesting sketch of tne locality 
where the artist obtained material for his mas- 
terpiece * La Givre,“ or The Hoarfrost,” which 
was hawked about Paris and sold by the artist's 
friend Dupré for 500 francs when Rousseau was in 
straitened circumstances, and twenty years later 
brought 17,000. 

Diaz is represented by one of his allegorical 
subjects, “Girl and Cupid,” a good example of 

his brilhant coloring and vigorous painting. 

ge Return of the Sheep to the Fold” by 
Troyon is a fine evening effect, showing a shep- 
herd and his flock on a road leading to a farm in 
a somber foreground, and the sky and the tree- 
tops illuminated by a fewtouches of sunlight. By 
bis pupil Van Marcke there is a small canvas, 
At the Pool,” showing two cows on the borders 
of a marshy pond painted in the well-known 
style of the late animal painter. 

Of the more modern paintings a genre subject 
by Casanova is painted with marvelous complete- 
ness in detail and brilliancy in color. It repre- 
sents an old cardinal endeavoring to embrace a 
young girl who is engaged in embroidering a 
piece of silk stretched on a frame, which she holds 
in her lap. The hands of both figures, and es- 
pecially the face of the old man, are painted with 
remarkable finesse and delicacy. No details are 
slighted and no part of the picture fails to 
harmonize with the general effect. The red of 
the cardinal’s robe, which is a most difficult color 
to paint, is admirably handled. 

The Dead Calm by Vibert shows a boy with 
a curé who is evidently his instructor standing on 
the border of a shaded pond regarding a toy boat 
which is becalmed on its waters. Green is the 
prominent color in the picture and in the manipu- 
lation of the various tones in the sunlight, shad- 
ows, and reflections in the water the artist has 
shown his power. 

A broadly painted view of a Dutch interior by 
Josef Israels is full of rich color, with an open 
fireplace on one side, a curtained bed on the 
other, and the sunlight streaming through a win- 
dow into the center of the room where a peasant 
woman is seated at a table. 

Other works are a landscape by Sanchez Per- 
rier, photographic in detail and finish, a head of 
a young girl by Bongereau, and a landscape with 
figures by Binet, entitled Flirtation,” showing 
some young women washing on the borderof a 
small stream, chaffing a young man who is on the 
opposite bank with three horses. The color is 
thoroughly modern in its lightness and brilliancy. 

Mr. Irwin ‘brought several choice pictures to 
Chicago last winter, and this is the first instal- 
ment of the pictures he will show here this sea- 
son. N

Specimens of three etchings which will 
shortly be issued have been received at Thur- 
ber’s.

By the death of ne 13 July 31, the 
French school lost one of its most brilliant and 
fertile landscape artists.

Two Pictures from a critic of the 
Condition of the Shop Girls of Chicago— 
Many of Them Support Large Families 
Out of Their Scanty Wages—Efforts of 
Benevolent Empleyers to Give Their 
Helpers Some of the Comforts of Life— 


Hull House. 


New York, Aug. 20.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]—One of the features of the Review of 
‘Reviews for September will be an illustrated 
article on The Working Girls of Chicago: 
Their Wages, Their Homes, and Their Sum- 
mer Outings,” by Katherine A. Jones. The 
writer begins by quoting a gloomy paragraph 
from the 1888 report of the Commissioner of 
Labor, which, she says, is equally true in 1891. 
The bad sanitary condition of the large shops, 
she says, has been improved in many in- 
stances, and it is well that it has, I quote: 

The improvement in the matter of lunch-rooms 
alone, wnich in many of the large shops were 
placed close to furnaces and toilet-rooms, some- 
times between the two, amounts practically to a 
revolution. In one shop where t * lunch- 
room was in a dark room in cae basement, sur- 
rounded by the furnace rooms, the steam boilers 
connected with the elevators and with toilet 
rooms, and so unendurable by reason of. heat, 
odors, and vermin many went without 
luncheon rather than eat it there, a large, light, 
well ventilated room on the top floor of the build- 
ing, reached by elevators, was given. The in- 
spector who effected this change is greeted there 
as a worker of miracles. 

There are, she says, over 100,000 self-sup- 
porting women in Chicago, more than half of 
‘whom belong to that class known as “ work- 
ing girls. 5 

It ie further estimated that three out of every 
forty Chicago working girls have some one de- 
pending on them. For example, there is a girl in 
a paper-box factory on Mic —— avenue who, 
working by the piece, is able to make fro to 
2 per week. She supports a sick mother, ah aged 

ther, and a worthless brother who works but a 
small part of the time. She has worked for poe mg 
years in this factory, which employs 250 girls, 

any of them under school age. They work from 

alf-past 7 o’clock in the morning till 6 in the 
evening, with half an hour, lunch timo. 
are from $2.50 to $7 per week. Forewomen receive 
$9 and $10 per weék. There are girls here who 
have worked six and seven years without other 
vacation than Thanksgiving day, Fourth of July, 
and the usual holidays. In case of sickness or 
death in the family uf one of the girls in this fac- 
tory itis customary for the others to make a purse 
for the benefit of the one into whose family the 
sorrow has come. The amount given by each 
one depends rather on the need of the famil 
than the wages of the giver. The proprietors al- 
ways add tothe fund.
